DAVIS advised that in about December, 1962, he, 
along with soldiers of fortune GERALD PATRICK HEMMING, 

STEVE WILSON, LEROY COLLINS, and Miami Attorney CHARLES R. 
ASHMANN, appeared on ALAN COURTNEY's radio program. 

COURTNEY interviewed them concerning their activities 
in training Cuban refugees in military warfare for future 
guerrilla activity in Cuba. Near the end of the program, a 
telephone call was received by COURTNEY, who turned this call 
over to DAVIS. The caller did not identify himself, said 
he believed DAVIS knew him, and spoke very complimentary 
of DAVIS' group's activities in training Cuban exiles. DAVIS 
recognized the caller's voice as a person from Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida, who is the son of the dealer for Miller High Life 
Beer. DAVIS said he could not recall this person's name, that 
this person had previously donated some food to the military 
training camp operated by DAVIS and his group at No Name 
Key, Florida. 

DAVIS said there is no reason to believe that the 
caller was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. OSWALD'S name was never men- 
tioned and up to that time neither COURTNEY nor DAVIS and 
his group had ever heard of OSWALD. 
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
